I I Good evening. The FBI established its list of the 
"Ten Most Wanted Fugitives" in 1950. Since then, over three 
hundred of these fugitives have been captured—many through 
information supplied directly by people like you. Ll 

U Tonight the Bureau asks your cooperation in locating 
Susan Edith Saxe and Katherine Ann Power, both avowed revolu¬ 
tionaries dedicated to carrying out violent attacks against 
the military system and police powers of this county. Saxe, 
a graduate student, and Power, a college senior, are wanted 
for Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution for Murder, Theft of 
Government Property, and Bank Robbery. The murder charges 
stem from an armed holdup of a Massachusetts bank in which a 
police officer was shot to death with a machine gun wielded 
by a male accomplice of Saxe and Power. Saxe is 5 feet 
5 inches tall, weighs 160 pounds, and has brown hair. Power 
is 5 feet tall, weighs 145 pounds, with light brown hair. Lj 
Warning—consider these women armed and extremely 
dangerous. If you have seen them take no action yourself but 
immediately notify your nearest FBI office. Your report will 
be treated in strict confidence.
